When It is reca lled tha t the 19 25 legisla ture form u­ 
la ted a com prehensive a nd Inviting progra m of p er­ 
m a nent h igh w a y construction, dea lt generously a nd 
In m ost Insta nces sa nely in providing for the needs 
of the va rious sta te Institutions under the direction 
of the boa rd of control, for the. norma l schools a nd 
the sta te university ; when It is remembered tha t it 
did not crea te a single new a gency of sta te govern ­ 
m ent to prove a n a dditiona l burden on the legisla ture 
the full m ea sure of this session ca n be ha d. 
Add 
to this the fa ct tha t provision ha s been ma de for the 
( ompletlon of Nebra ska 's new bea utiful sta te ca pltol; 
tha t this sla te a dded Its voice to the protest a ga inst 
a pprova l of the proposed child la bor a m endm ent. 
The 19 25 legisla ture discha rged its responsibilities 
m ost a dmira bly . 
Its Individua l members a re entitJcd 
to the credit of ha ving performed a splendid bit of 
service for their sla te. 
.At the sa m e time it would 
be unfa ir lo ignore tlie, jja rt whicii (lovcrnor M c­ 
Mullen pla y ed. 
He showed ra re ta ct ;ind skill In 
ha ndling the legisla tive problems which confronted 
his a dministra tion.

The reckless disrega rd of the sa crcdness of huma n 
life ha s been dem onstra ted a new in striking a nd ter­ 
rible fa shion in the sta te of M a ssa chusetts. 
Discovery ha s been ma de by the officia ls there tha t 
a n a re.a of over seventy -five squa u' mlle.s ha s liern 
sow n with dea dly poison ca psules by hunters seeking 
lo secure fur-bca ring a nima ls. 
The subject ha s boon 
ma de the object of a legisla tive inquiry . 
M’itnesses before the legi.sla tlve boa rd decla red tlia t 
tlie ca psules constituted a rea l m ena ce to huma n life. 
Even if they were not picked up ,by children, the 
poison finds its wa y Into tlie .supplies of drinking 
w a ter a s the snow on the hills m elts a nd tlie poison 
is la rr ifd into tlie .strea ms a nd wells. 
For y ea rs 
fa rm ers in tha t section ha ve suffered a hea vy m or­ 
ta lity of dom estic a nima ls. 
It ha s been fa irly d e f­ 
initely rstubllshed tha t the losses ha ve been due to 
the poison ea p.snles. 
Wild a nim a ls ha ve been killed 
in la rge nurnbeis. It w a s reported. 
How sha ll a sta te curb pra ctices of tills cha ra ctei ’ 
J ust now most of us a re of the mind tha t legisla tion 
ha s gone a s fa r a s It should go. 
Any one who is 
ca pa ble of intelligent thought is not going to per- 
m iscuously sca tter poison. 
A ppa rently the sta te will 
never esca ix' the responsibility of providing intelli­ 
gence for those who la ck it. 
Most sta tes ha ve la w s 
covering the subject of pla cing poison in iila ces where 
it m a y become a mena ce to life. 
Those who ha ve not 
a re ta king steps to ena ct a la w. 
The m ost pro­ 
nounced tendency of legisla tion in the next few y ea rs 
should he looking towa rds tlie protection of huma n 
life.

Outdoor 
air and sunshine v/ill work a 
miracle for closely housed 
children. It will no longer be 
necessary to coax and bribe 
them to eat. for a hearty ap- 
petite will bring them racing 
to the table. 


If it were not for sickness and doctor bills, it 
might be economy to wear more clothing 
and consume less heat-producing food. Evidently, however, na- 
ture had no such plan. More children take cold from wearing 
too much clothing in warm houses and from too many covers 
at night than from any other cause. Nature provided means 
for keeping us warm in cold weather. We must keep this ahil- 
ity to resist, cold. We must keep ourselves, to a certain extent, 
hardened or we get sick. The best health insurance comes from 
getting accustomed to outdoor atmosphere. T,rt children out- 
of-doors as much as possible.

But we must feed the furnaces within them. 
Do not skim your child's miljv to get cream 
for your coffee. Buy cream. Butter fat is a wonderful food and 
children as well as older folks should have plenty of it. Until 
the last few years chemists rated food values by the amount of 
heat thev made pound for pound.' when burned in a furnace. 
Xow science knows better. Actual feeding tests have shown such 
values in dairy products that all health authorities urge their 
"•rcater use. When your child goes out to face tbe cold wind 
a large cupful of milk, cither hot or cold, is much better than 
coffee. Hardy people cat heartily, exercise a great deal, and 
arc able to withstand severe temperature changes.
